Election/Restrictions 

The Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of previously withdrawn claims 2, 
and 8-21. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 4-7, and 22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is believed to be allowable as a bistable laser device which includes a 
saturable absorber, wherein both the laser device and the absorber are driven by a 
noise current on top of a modulation current, allowing for the formation of a stochastic 
resonance, was not found to be taught in the prior art. 

Claims 4-7 and 22 are allowable as they depend from claim 1 .
